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The drawings are objected to because Figure 4 is too dark. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 1 1, "a" should 
appear before "sensor". Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Perry. Perry (WO 
01/77514) shows a fuel vapor management apparatus 20 with first 30b and second 30b housing 
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parts that cooperatively engage to sandwich a pressure operable device 38. Printed circuit board 
60 is located within the first housing part 30b. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 10, and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Heiniger in view of Takishi et al. Heiniger shows a circuit board 34 and a sensor 36 adapted to 
sense motion of poppet stem 20 along an axis, but the sensor is not mounted on the circuit board. 
The poppet stem is connected to a pressure operable valve. Takaishi shows a position sensor 24 
mounted on circuit board 23 (Fig. 4). It would have been obvious to mount the Heiniger position 
sensor directly to the circuit board as shown by Takaishi, to reduce connecting wiring. 
Alternatively, it would have been obvious to use the Takaishi board and sensor in the Heiniger 
device to eliminate the need to machine a conical post 40 in Heiniger. The preamble (first 4 lines 
of claim 1) is seen as suggested use only. 

Claims 2-9, 1 1 and 15-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hayashi shows a similar device. Note unnumbered latches in Fig. 5. Walker shows a 
position sensor 55 for rotary motion mounted on circuit board 63.
